The hoppers are to load cars on the 
elevated track or 
in 
trucks 
under- 
neath. The ashes will 
be conveyed 


from the ovens and boiler house on the 
deckervllle track in an underground 
tunnel to the elevator pit at the ash 
hoppers. 
The boiler 
houve, .will be of re-en 


forced concrete franm with a 
brick 
curtain wall. It is tfU by 60 feet by 
28 feet high. It will have a tile roof. 
Construction is going' forward rapidly 
on boiler house, and steam still. The 
excavating for this has all been done 
and the form erected. 
At the boiler 


plant there will be four 375 h. p. water 
tube boilers. The equipment in every 
department will be as up to date as it 
is possible to obtain and will be equip 
ped with all the labor saving devices. 
Superintendent Young stated that it 
was desired to obtain the bent of labor, 
and that every effort would be made to 
give local men the preference. 
How 
ever it has been nearly impossible to 
secure laborers at the plant, and the 
progress of the work is being retarded 
on that account. 
Everything will be electrically driven 


and the current will be- manufactured 
at the plant. Twenty-five pumps will 
handle 300 gallons a minute. 


In the engine room there will be one

home 
power Cooper condenser 


a 300 horse power Ridgeway, two 150 
K. W. direct current generators and 
two air compressors with a capacitly 
of 1400 cubic feet a minute. 


In order to secure a sufficient water 
supply for the work. 12 wells 
have 
been driven, and the operation of the 
plant, requires 20.000 barrels daily. A 
cement supply rctwrvotr will be built 
100 by 200 feet and 11 feet deep. Separ- 
ators 20 by 50 will catch all 
leaks, 
gathering the leakage oil and keep 
ing it from going Into the sewer. 
The tankage 
is on* of the big 
features of the equipment and there 
will be eleven run down tanks 43 by 
19 foot, seven storage tanks SO by 30 
foot, two condenwr tanks 1$ by 30 foot 
and 600 tank cam. Th* company will 
use It* own gasolene motive power.
